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A Letter to all Amateur Radio Operators 


In April 1917 a letter from the U.S. Navy District 
Communication Superintendent was mailed to every 
Amateur Radio operator in the country. We had entered 
World War I. Shortly after this letter was sent, a bill was 
introduced in the House of Representatives proposing that all 
radio communications, including Amateur Radio, should be 
handed over to the U.S. Navy. Percy Maxim, one of the 
American Radio Relay League founders, immediately went 
to Washington lobbying against the proposed legislation. 
Fortunately, the bill died in committee. The letter read as 
follows. 


“To all Radio Experimenters, 
“Sirs: 


"By virtue of the authority given the President of the United States by an Act of Congress, approved August 13, 
1912, entitled, ‘An Act to Regulate Radio Communication,’ I hereby direct the immediate closing of all stations for 
radio communications both transmitting and receiving, owned and operated by you. In order to fully carry this 
order into effect, I direct that all the antenna and all aerial wires be immediately lowered to the ground and that all 
radio apparatus both for transmitting and receiving any radio messages or signals, and that it so remain until this 
order is revoked. Immediate compliance with this order is insisted upon and will be strictly enforced. Please report 
on the enclosed blank your compliance with this order; a failure to return such blanks promptly will lead to rigid 
investigation.” 


With the “Great War” underway, the U.S. Military establishment found themselves with a complete shortage of 
radio operators and instructors. The military contacted Percy Maxim for help in meeting their immediate need for 
five hundred qualified radio operators. Before the end of World War I, four thousand radio operators had seen 
duty .. . but the Amateur Radio ban continued. 


Another attempt was made in November 1918 to put the Secretary of the Navy in charge of all radio in the U.S. and 
again, Percy Maxim, at his own expense, went to Washington attending the hearing on the bill. It again died in 
committee. On April 12, 1919, the Navy Department announced that the ban on receiving was lifted but radio 
transmissions by amateurs were still banned until the President declared peace. Maxim urged that the ban be lifted 
and with the aid of the Assistant Secretary, Franklin Delano Roosevelt, the Navy lifted the ban on September 26, 
1919. 


GARS is a “Special Service Club” affiliated with the American Radio Relay League, the (our) 
national association for Amateur Radio. As an ARRL Affiliated Special Service Club we are 
required annually to file an application with the ARRL that, in addition to other information 
regarding our activities, indicates that at least 51% of our club members are members of the 
ARRL. If you aren’t already an ARRL Member, I hope that the efforts of “The Old Man” 
over a century ago will encourage you to become a member to support our national 
association.

YouTube Channels Revisited 


It has been a while since we have covered all the 
amateur radio programs available on the internet, so I 
thought I might make a thorough review and update 
everyone on some new programs out there. 


Tuesdays at 8 pm means that it is time for the WSKUB 
“Amateur Radio Roundtable”. You can go to http:// 
tmedlin.com/ for this one. There is a chat room, as 
well. Tom, W5KUB, and co-host Katie Allen have 
numerous guests on the program. Past shows are on 
YouTube at https://www.youtube.com/results? 

search _query=wS5kub+roundtable. Often, if time W5KUB.COM 
permits, Tom takes viewer calls. 


“Ham Nation” comes on Wednesday nights at 9 pm ET or thereabouts. This is the live feed: https://twit.tv/live. You can 
also find them on YouTube at https://www.youtube.com/results?search_query=ham+nation. All the over 400 episodes 
are archived there. Ham Nation is segmented into different sections, much as a magazine is. Gordon West, WB6NOA, 
has his “Sure Shots” where he covers a topic on amateur radio. Don Wilbanks, AESDW, has amateur radio news, and 
there is an excellent solar propagation segment by Dr. Tamatha Skov, who recently procured her amateur radio license. 
This is a fast-paced and entertaining program. 


There is a new program on Friday nights. “Ham Radio Crash Course” is on at 10 pm ET, at https://www.youtube.com/ 
results?search_query=ham-+radio+crash+course. Josh, nicknamed “Hoshnasni,” covers a new topic each week. He 
caters to newer hams. Josh also has a phone-in segment on his program. 


On a monthly basis, there is “Amateur Logic”, which if memory serves me right, is done live on a Friday night in the 
middle of each month. Their URL is https://www.amateurlogic.tv/blog/. George and Tommy make a good pair, and 
make their programs interesting and entertaining. They also do a monthly program for those who wish to get their 
amateur radio license, or to upgrade their license. It is called “Ham College”. They are up to episode Number 53. Past 
episodes can be seen at the above address. You can also find past episodes at https://www.youtube.com/results? 
search_query=amateurtlogic. 


A program that covers listening to everything radio is the “Official Shortwave Channel”. This is done from Montreal by 
Gilles (pronounces Zhill). I would try to pronounce his last name, but I wouldn't get it right. He is on Friday afternoons 
at 20:00 UTC (GMT or whatever) which means 4:00 pm in the summer. Gilles site in front of the camera and talks to 
his audience and answers questions from the chat room. Some of these shows run over three hours. You would think 
this sounds boring, but I would have to disagree. Take time to check him out this Friday. His address is https:// 
www.youtube.com/results?search query=official+shortwavet+channel. 


North America is not the only source for high quality amateur radio programs, The “TX Factor” is a UK based program 
that does not broadcast live, but is highly recommenced as a good source for informational programs. Their address is 
http://www.txfilms.co.uk/txfactor/. There is a British slant to the program, obviously, but there are some very interesting 
topics copied. As a former UK resident, I highly recommend looking into their archives. 


There are a number of YouTubers who contribute much in the way of information and entertainment to the amateur radio 
community, and we may discuss them at a future date.
